NEGRO 15 DOOMED 
TQ ELECTRIC GnAIR 
FOR TUMLIN CRIME 


Brother of Slain Woman, 
Held in Connection 
With Crime, Exonerated 
by Jury. 


Death in the electric chair in Mil- 
ledgeville on November 13 is the pen- 
alty imposed on James (“Smoky’’) 
Johnson, former negro convict, found 
guilty early Wednesday afternoon of 
the murder on September 14 of Miss 
Amanda Tumlin. 

A jury in Judge John D. Hum- 
phries’ division of Fulton superior 
court returned the vedict without rec- 
ommendation after deliberation of ap- 
proximately two hours and 40 min- 
utes. Judge Humphries immediately 
passed sentence. The negro showed 
no signs of emotion as the sentence 
of death was read. 

At the instigation of Len B. Guil- 
leheau, attorney for James J. ‘Tum- 
lin, brother of the slain woman who 
was originally charged im an indict- 
ment with the murder but who was 
released following the confession of 
the negro, Judge Humphries asked 
the foreman of the jury which re- 
turned the verdict to sign a verdict 
of not guilty on the indictment charg- 
ing Tumlin with the murder. The 
request was granted, and by such 1ce- 
tion Tumlin was exonerated of the 
crime. ‘* 

Unique Features. 

Several features of the Tumlin case 
are unique. The negro in a signed 
confession declared that he started 
to the Tumlin home on the night of 
September 13; he was tried on Oc 
tcber 13 and sentenced to pay the 
extreme penalty of the law on Novem- 
ber *°. Another queer fact is that 
he is slated to die on Saturday, No- 
vember 13. Heretofore it has usually 
been the custom of the court to sen- 
tence slayers to die on Fridays. 

The case went to the jury at 12:40 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon, and aft- 
er more than an hour's deliberation 
the jcvors were sent to lunch, return- 
ing <uertly after 3 o'clock. 

The defense opened its case when 
court reconvened at 9 o'clock Wednes- 
day morning, the state having rested 
Tuesday afternoon at 1:45 o'clock.

Protesting against what it termed 
the “high-handed procedure of the 
city board of education in agreeing to 
permit a committee of Atlanta citi- 
gens to supervise school expenditures 
for the next fifteen months, the At- 
lanta Federation of Trades at a meet- 
ing Wednesday nigh: announced that 
it would “employ every means to 
arouse the citizenship of Atlanta” 
against such a method of handling the 
publie school system, 

The federation adopted its resolu- 
tion after considerable discussion of 
the school situation and after several 


delegates had explained the various 
angles of the problem facing the au- 
thorities charged with the duty of ad- 
ministering schvol affairs. 

Following is the resolution voicing 
the protest of the federation: 

“The Atlanta Federation of Trades, 
alarmed at the reported action of 
the board of education in agreeing to 
have the financial affairs of our pub- 
lic schools supervised by a committee 
of five, consisting of two bankers, 
two merchants and one lawyer, after 
voicing their protest against such a 
high-handed procedure, will seek to 
employ every méans to arouse the cit- 
izens of Atlanta in order to prevent 
the- constituted authorities to relin- 
quish their responsibilities entrusted 
to them by the electorate of Atlanta.” 
It was said on the floor of the fed- 
eration that the board of education 
is a body elected by the people to ad- 
minister school affairs, and that to 
delegate plenary powers to a commit- 
tee of five citizens not elected by the 
people is te take the control of the 
publie schools out of the hands of the 
citizcns of Atlanta.

An appreciable stride toward 
operation of Atlanta’s schools 
for the remainder of the year 
was taken “'Vednesday after- 
noon when a committee of 
business men whose names 
were withheld agreed to raise 
the $500,000 necessary to 
keep schools open. 

This offer was made with 
the proviso that the board of 
education adopt a resolution 
drawn at the instance of the 
committee, which will provide 
funds and give a special board 
of five—to be selected by the 
committee—supervision ov er 
all expenditures of the board 
of education for the remainder 
of this year and for the whole 
of 1927. © 

Adoption of .this ‘resolution, 
which was said to be the énly bar- 


rier in the way of obtaining suffi- 
cient money to opérate schools for 


the-remathder of the year, was be- 


lieved by school officials to have 
solved the present financial crisis. 
The $500,000 will be repaid from 
funds available for school purposes 
in January of 1927. 

Leaders of the business men ex- 


plained Wednesday night that 
their plan is to take up the matter 
of procuring funds for continuance 
of schools with bankers today and 
to negotiate with the banks on 
some type of paper on which the 
business men will stand security 
and on which the banks may have 
full legal protection. 

“Our object in specifying that we 
are to have control of school funds 
this year and during 1927,” it was 
added, “is to assure ourselves that the 
money realized on the paper which we 


negotiate with the banks will be prop- 
erly expended during 1926, and that 
the same paper will be properly re-

Senator Edwards asserted that if 
the primary is abolished, as advo- 
cated by the vice president, “Vareism 
and Smithism would be raised to the 
endth degree in every state of the 
union.”

| No two football games were ever 
-alike. But neither were two _ polo, 
_baseball, basketball, hockey or la- 
crosse games ever alike. If you knew 
| just what would happen in each cir- 
| cumstance you would not attend foot- 
‘ball games. It is the surprise that 
' holds your interest. 

| No quarterback knows exactly what 
| plays he will call when the first whis- 
He knows that he has cer- 


| tle blows. 
| tain plays to meet certain conditions, 
| but what conditions will arise? No 
/ one can tell that. 

| The strategy of football is similar 


to that of baseball. Here the actions 


of the pitcher and batter depend upon | 


(a number of things. What is the 
i count on the batter? How many men 
' are on the bases and ork what bases? 
' How many are out? What is the 
' score? What is the inning? Who 
comes to bat next? Pitcher and bat- 
ter must govern themselves accord- 
ing to the answers to these questions. 
| So with the quarterback. He has 
| to consider a great many things in 
calling plays. He has to think of 
what down it is; the number of yards 
he has to make, the position of the 
ball regarding the sidelines and goal 
line, the score, how much time of play 
remains in the half, the position of 
the defense players, climatie condi- 
tions as they relate to wind, sky, sun 
‘and the condition of the field, dry or 
| slippery. 
| In most of these situations he has 
| 
} 


Se 


‘several plays that he can use, but 
there is always one play that will 
i best fit the situation, all things con- 
‘sidered. His choice may be deter- 
mined by the position of a single back 
who may be playing a bit too wide, 
| too deep or too close. Or. his choice 
may be determined by a lineman whv 
\has moved out too far or in too far. 
| There are general conditions call- 
‘ing for general piays and I will set 
down a few of these so that vou will 
know what to look for under the speci- 
fied conditions. 
Must Kick in Danger Zone. 

Let us start with the kickoff. Your 
| side receives the ball. The runner 
is downed inside his team’s 1lod-yard 
| line, 

You put the ball in play on the 15- 
vard line and you find yourself in the 
danger zone. That is what the 20 

'yards of territory directly in front 
_of your goal line ia referred to. 

Having the ball on your own 15 
vard line the first play should be a 

i kick. Occasionally, if the punter 1s 
also a reliable runner, be will fake a 
ionnt and carry the ball, but coacnes 
generally frown upon this play. While 
| the defensive backs are spread and 
i with the ends coming in, all linemen 
l'are schooled to watch for a poss'ble 
run and the play fails more often than 
it succeeds, 

I have seen the runner thrown tor 
a loss of 10 yards forcing him to kick 
from back of his own goal line on the 
next play; something that is always 
extremely dangerous, for the kicker 
will hurry his kick. more than at any 
other time. Kyven if he gets the hal] 
awar safely he rarely kicks it beyond 
his own 30-yard line and immediately 
puts the opposing team in a scoring 
way. 

The next zone is from the 20 to the 
40-yard line. This is where you start 
your running attack and, unless there 
is an unusually strong wind that will 
give you a wide margin of advantage, 
you do not kick until third down You 
attempt to advarce the ball by rush 
ing on first and second downs. If 
successful, of course, you continue 
rushing. . 

Then comes the territory between 
the two 40-yard lines. Here is where 

you get in your variety of plays. You

When you get into the next zone— 
from the opponents’ 40-yard line tu 
their 20-yard line, you are in the ter- 
ritory best suited for trick plays 
When a team has the ball in this sec 
tion look out for the unusual in attack 
Also, this is the zone from which most 


of the place-kicks and drop-kicks are | 


made,

fourth down—he will call tor a drop- 
kick or place-kick and try for the 
three points. He should, under no cir- 
cumstances, lose the ball on downs in 
this zone, 

The last 20 vards 
scoring zone. When your team has 
earried the ball inside the opponents’ 
20-yard mark the hardest work of tbe 
march begins. Here the defense stif- 
fens. The nearer you get to the goal 
line the harder it is to advance, for 
the more compact the defense becomes. 
The backs are moved nearer to the 
forward line and are prepared for any 
sort of thrust. 

It is here that the play must be 
hurried. The offense must strike as 
quickly as possible. If it cannot get 
through on power or speed, then tricks 


must be resorted to, and if it comes | 


down to fourth down with yardage 
left, then, if the distance to be gained 
ig more than a yard, the usual method 
is to use a forward pass or try to kick 
a field goal. 

If the distance is a yard or less the 
team will try rushing and take a 
chance on Josing the ball on downs. 
This is the one zone where an attempt 
is made to carry the ball on fourth 
down. If the team fails and loses the 
ball, the opposing eleven is in a bad 
position and forced to punt on first 
down. Often this provides a new ad- 
vantage.
